The Essence of a Citizen 

Citizenship is a big word, with more than one 
meaning. It can be defined legally, and weighed in 
terms of rights and duties, but its implications don’t 
end there. Primarily, as the editor of the For Wil¬ 
liam Times-Joumal sees it, citizenship is a matter of 
everyday living and a thing of the heart: 

“In the case of Fort William, it is the sum total 
of impulses and actions similar to the circumstances 
surrounding the death and burial of a young man in 
West Fort William just a few days ago. 

“The stricken resident died destitute. His closest 
relative was his father, a farmer of Alberta whose 
crop was covered with snow this fall, leaving him al¬ 
most broke. f _ 

“Casual friends came to the rescue without any 
fanfare. They contributed enough money to purchase 
a plot in the cemetery and pay for the funeral. They 
dug down for the train fare for the father to come 
to Fort William for the funeral. 

“While the father was here a restaurant owner 
in the west end would not allow the man to pay for 
his meals. When time came for his departure, he toas 
driven to the station in a taxicab without charge. 

“And only because a newspapennan happened to 
overhear a chance remark about the affair, is there 
this publicity about the case. The principals did what 
they did without thought of recognition.”

Civic Holidays a Problem 

It has been adequately demonstrated twice within 
the past six months that declaration of holidays mark¬ 
ing memorial occasions should be made either by the 
j£$deral or the provincial government in a clear con¬ 
cise manner. Leaving the final interpretation of the 
emergency civic holidays to civic governments result 
in mi-understanding and hardships. 

It seei is foolish for the provincial and federal 
government, when a holiday is to be declared, legis¬ 
lating solely for civil servants and parliamentary 
members, leaving the matter of guidance of business 
firms in the hands of the local civic group. 

Hundreds of communities across Canada waited 
in vain for either the federal or provincial govern¬ 
ments to come out with an announcement of plans for 
the “Day of Mourning” to the Late King George VI. 
Plans of each community were delayed two and three 
days as the civic authorities hoped that the matter of 
a holiday would be clarified in a crisp message from 
the senior governments. —The Drumheller Mail

First plant of its kind on the prairies, all phases of its operation were inspect¬ 
ed and approved recently by Harold Ames, supervising field engineer for a firm of New 
York gas consultants, who spent nearly two weeks in Vulcan early in the month. Mr.
